fT*HE latest reports of three basic crops, cotton, wheat. 
iJL and sugar, reinforce the judgment that business 
conditions are basically sound. Early in May Secretary 
Mellon issued a statement in which he said that the evi- 
dence in possession of the Treasury Department pointed 
to a continuance of prosperity. From the standpoint of 
the Department of Commerce, Secretary Hoover arrived 
at similar conclusions.

Royal Harris, 25, "WHo came Into 
public notice when he confessed 
to the murder of Joseph Elwell, 
Xew York clubman two years ago, 
today was enroute to the Atlanta 
federal prison—in answer to bis 
prayers. 


Carrying a two years' sentence 


for impersonating a federal officer, 
after pleading Ki'.iity, Harris left 
the courtroom all smiles. He also 
drew a $500 fine. 


The court stiffened and leaned 


forward, when Harris asked to say 
a few words: 


"Ever since I can 
remember, 


I've been so crooked I couldn't lie 
straight in bed. 
I've prayed every 


night for the Lord to make fflft 
straight but each time 
I would 


turn around the next morning and 
do the same thing again. I thinK 
my first prison sentence is 
the 


answer to all my prayers and I 
want to go 
to 
Atlanta and get 


started as quick as I can." 


Harris told newspapermen of his 


attempt to commit "legal suicide" 
and how disappointed he was •waen 
Gov. 
Whitman set him free. 


"! tried to commit legal suicide 


in Xew York. You remember the 
Ki'.v-U case. 
I was arrested on 


another charge and I told them I 
killed Elwell. They put me thru a 
gruelling third degree. 
I persist- 


; ed and tried to be sent to the elec- 
tric chair, but Gov. Whitman, who 
had studied the affair, caught me 
on some discrepancies in the de- 
scription of the apartment. 
They 


wouldn't send me to the chair then 
and I'm sorry of it. I've tried every 
way I know to stop being crooked 
and the chair ivould have ended it 
all. 


"I'm not afraid of prosecution: 


it's persecution I fear and I've bad 
it since I was a kid." 
- Former Gov. Whitman was serv- 
ing as an assistant attorney gen- 
eral when the Elwell murder oc- 
curred and had occasion to investi- 
gate several confessions 
to that 


murder. 
He found them all false 


and out of accord with facts in the 
Elwell case.
